Ta moſt Numerous Meeting of Free EleRors of the City of Dublin, convened at 
the Requeſt of the Two Candidates in the Popular Intereſt, Colonel James 
Dunn, our late worthy Repreſentative, and Doctor Charles Lucas, 8 | 

The Preſent State of the Election for Members to repreſent this City in Parliament 
being taken into Conſideration, and it appearing, that, by Diviſions artfully fomented 

among the Free Electors, by certain Emiſſaries of the Board of Aldermen, and various 
Schemes of Siniſter Influence from other Quarters, it was rendered impoſſible for the 
Free Electors to return both their Popular Candidates into Parliament; and, it further ap- 
pearing, that both the ſaid Candidates ſtanding the Poll would hazard the EleQtion of 
Doctor Lucas, whom the Free Electors had invited to return and reſide among them, with 
Intent to chooſe him one of their Members in Parliament, if not actually to foil that of 
both their Candidates ; and it further appearing, that various wicked Schemes were ſet 
on foot, further to divide the Popular Intereſt, and create ſealouſies and Animoſities between 
our ſaid Popular Candidates, and particularly to prejudice our late much reſpected 
Member Colonel Dunn, in the Eyes of the Free Electors, by caſting the Votes of 
ſome mean EleQors under Aldermannic Influence upon him, with Intent to give 
him a Majority of Votes above DoQtor Lucas ; | 

It was unanimouſly agreed to requeſt our worthy Candidate Colonel Dunn to co-operate 
with his Fellow Citizens, in fruſtrating the Machinations againſt the Honour and Intereſt 
of the Popular Candidates and the Free Electors in General, by reſigning or declining 
the Poll for this Preſent Election, in order to make Good the Election of Doctor Lucas, 
to whom the Free Electors look upon themſelves under prior Engagements, and who at 
preſent has the Majority. 

It was unanimouſly declared, that this Requeſt was not made fot want of due Reſpect to, 
and a proper Confidence in, Colonel Dunn, of whoſe Humanity, Benevolence, Charity = 
and Public Spirit, as well as Integrity and Fidelity in the Diſcharge of the Duties of a | 
Member of Parliament, the Free Electors do and ever ſhall retain the moſt juſt and grate- | 
ful Senſe ; the ſole Motives for the Requeſt being thoſe above mentioned. And it was 
likewiſe further declared, that the ſaid Colonel Dunn's concurring with the Free Electors 
in theſe ſalutary Intentions, ſhould be looked upon as a further proof of his regard to the 
Honour and Freedom, as well as to the advice of the Free Electors, which could not 
fail of endearing him in the higheſt manner to his Fellow Citizens, who ſhould think 
themſelves bound to watch for all means and opportunities of teſtifying their Reſpe& 
and Gratitude to him.

HAVE ever been ſenſible of the Honours conferred on me, by my worthy Fellow Citi- 
zens. In every Sphere to which I have been called, I have ever conſidered myſelf as 

your Servant. I ſhall ever retain the moſt grateful Senſe of all the Favours done me, but 
particularly for the generous Attachment, which the Free Electors have ſhewn for me in 
the preſent Election. The Motives that animated my Conduct upon this Occaſion were no 
other than a ſincere deſire to ſerve You. And I the more chearfully engaged in this under- 
taking, as I found, by your Sentiments, You were pleaſed to judge me equal to the Taſk. 

From the ſame Motives, upon your Requeſt, I think it my Duty to decline the purſuit 
of that, from which I might hope to derive the higheſt Honour, ſince, from your Remon- 
ſtrances, there are reaſons to fear, that my ſtanding the Poll might deprive You of a 
ee whoſe abilities appear to You to bid the faireſt for fulfilling your Purpoſes in 

arliament. I

the Requeſt and Intentions. of his Fellow Citizens; and that he be aſſured, the Free 
Electors will ever be ready to confer upon him the firſt Offices of Honour or Truſt that 
fall to their Election. | |
